Minute 2 The minutes of the regular meeting of April 16, 1971, were approved as distributed. 

Minute 3a The following newly elected members of the Senate were introduced and welcomed 

by the Chairman: Grover L. Angel (School of Education); Marvin Eisenberg (SEAS), 
Herman H. Hobbs (Columbian College), Anthony Marinaccio (School of Education), 
and Bernard Reich (SPIA). 

3b Dr. Pierpont, on behalf of the Executive Committee, placed in nomination the 
names appearing on the roster distributed to the Senate. He added the name of 
Professor Roger S. Kuhn, National Law Center, to the Professional Ethics and 
Academic Freedom Committee. Dr. Pierpont moved the adoption of the entire slate. 
The Chairman asked if there were any nominations from the floor. Professor 
Cloutier nominated Professor Mondale to the University and Urban Affairs Committee. 
It was moved and seconded the nominations be closed. There was no objection to 
the procedure. The Chairman put the question on the slate of nominees and all the 
nominees were elected. (Attached is the list of all committees with chairmen and 
memberships . ) 
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inute 3c The Executive Committee recommended the following dates for regular Senate 
meetings in the 1971-72 session:

Dr. Pierpont suggested that the January meeting which was scheduled during the 
recess might be reconsidered at a later meeting. 

With no objections, the Chairman declared the dates acceptable. 

Minute 4 Professor Nutting moved the adoption of 71/1. The motion was seconded. After 
brief discussion by Professors Claeyssens, Robinson, Wood, and President Elliott, 
the question was called and the resolution was adopted. 

The Executive Committee nominated three members for the Academic Forum 
Editorial Board: 

Astere E. Claeyssens, Jr. , Associate Professor of English 
William B. Griffith, Associate Professor of Philosophy 
Philip Robbins, Associate Professor of Journalism 

There were no further nominations and the slate was unanimously recommended to 
the President. 

Minute 5a Professor Kirsch, Professor Allen seconding, moved the adoption of Resolution 71/2 
as reworded by Registrar Houser: 

Whereas, the Faculty Senate has not scheduled classes on September 20 and 21, 
1971, and 

Whereas, these days were originally set forth to allow for observance of Rosh 
Hashana by the Jewish students at the University; and 
Whereas, the more appropriate days of observance should have been the first 
day of Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur, the traditional High Holy 
Days; therefore 

Be it resolved by the Faculty Senate of the George Washington University that: 

The 1971-72 calendar be revised to have no classes on September 20 


and 29. 
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After discussion by Professors Robinson, Kurtz and Kirsch, Professor Kurtz 
with Professor Robinson seconding moved an amendment that classes be held on 
September 20 and 21. The Chair ruled that this was an entirely new motion, not 
an amendment, and therefore was out of order. 

After further discussion of the ruling and of the amendment by Professor Fox, 

Registrar Houser, Professor Schmidt, Dr. Vahouny, Professor Robinson, and 
comment by President Elliott, Professor Robinson, seconded by Professor Fox, 
appealed the decision of the Chair on the ruling of the germaneness of the 
amendment. A vote was taken and the ruling of the Chair was sustained. 

After further discussion of the resolution by Professor Kurtz, Registrar Houser, 
and Professor Schmidt, Professor Kahn moved that the Kirsch resolution be amended 
to read as follows : 

Whereas, the Faculty Senate has scheduled no classes on September 20 and 21, 

1971; and 

Whereas, these were originally set forth for the convenience of members of the 
University community to allow for observance of Rosh Hashana by 
the Jewish students at the University; and 
Whereas, the more appropriate days for cancellation of classes for this purpose 
should have been the first day of Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur, 
the traditional High Holy Days; therefore 
Be it resolved by the Faculty Senate of the George Washington University that: 

The 1971-72 calendar be revised to have no classes on September 20 

and 29. 

The amended version was acceptable to Professor Kirsch and Professor Allen. 

After additional discussion by Professor Kurtz, President Elliott, Professors 
Schmidt, Fox, and Robinson, the question was called and Resolution 71/2 carried 
by a vote of 11 to 8. 

5b Professor Allen, Professor Fox seconding, moved the adoption of Resolution 71/3. 

After discussion by Professors Allen, Fox, Robinson, and Hobbs, the question was 
called and the resolution was passed unanimously. 

Minute 6a Dr. Pierpont on behalf of the Executive Committee placed in nomination for membership 
on the Joint Committee of Faculty and Students the following names:

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6b Professor Wood, on behalf of the Faculty Senate Special Committee in the matter of 
Professor Ben S. Fine, reported that a satisfactory settlement of the issues in the 
case had been reached. He reported that Vice President Bright and Dr. Fine 
concurred in the findings and recommendations . The Chairman expressed thanks 
to the committee for its most effective work in resolving a potentially difficult 
matter. The report is attached. 

6c Dr. Pierpont announced that the following annual reports had been received and 
thanked the chairmen for their reports:

Minute 7 Professor Hill made reference to a letter dated May 17, 1971, to President Elliott. 
The letter, unsigned but approved by the Student-Faculty Union, had just been 
distributed to the members of the Senate. One point raised in the letter was 
whether the University would provide free legal counsel to allegedly unlawfully 
arrested students. President Elliott replied that he had seen the letter for the 
first time just a few minutes ago and therefore would withhold detailed comment 
until the letter and questions raised could be fully considered. The President 
did comment on two items: 1) how can the University determine who was lawfully 
and who was unlawfully arrested; 2) the University was in a sense caught in the 
middle since it could not control any dangers which might arise from the presence 
of the police or of uninvited demonstrators on the campus. Invited to speak, 

Vice President Cantini said he would withhold comment until he had seen the letter.

Professor Allen made a brief statementA vh ich- sugge s te d th a t -it might be desirable 

-fer University counsel to be provided for all members of the GW community 
who claimed illegal arrest on May 3 when arrested on campus . 

Dr. Pierpont read an excerpt from Vice President Bright's memorandum of April 30, 
1971, to Deans Bums, Dockeray, Kramer, Liebowitz, Linton, Parks, Sapin and 
Tillman regarding retirement policy: 

"At its meeting on April 16, the Faculty Senate passed Resolution 70/13, which 
recommended that in special circumstances exceptions to this policy might be 
considered. The Senate resolution provides that in individual cases and upon the 
recommendation of the faculty of a department, supported by a showing of its 
program need, a faculty member over 65 may be recommended for reappointment 
for a maximum of one year in full-time service and one additional year in a half-time 
capacity. Resolution 70/13 is acceptable and will constitute an amendment to the 
retirement policy stated in my memorandum of January 27. "

Your committee was elected by the Faculty Senate on 
March 12, 1971, pursuant to procedures found on page 22 of 
the Code and Ordinances. The committee was composed of my 
self, whom the committee elected chairman, and Professors 
Gilbert J. Ginsburg, Arthur D. Kirsch, William Newman, 

Alvin E* Parrish, and David J. Sharpe. The committee met 
on March 24 and 30 and April 2, 14 and 21. 

Dr. Fine and various concerned officers of the admin- 
istration spoke freely and informally with the committee 
about the matters giving rise to Dr. Fine's complaint that 
his rights under the Code and Ordinances had been infringed, 
in changing his status from Associate Professor of Ophtha- 
mology to Associate Clinical Professor of Ophthamology. 

Facts and conclusions developed during conversations 
with persons affected by the change of Dr. Fine's status 
have led to a relaxation of positions previously taken. 

The Committee found that neither Dr. Fine's academic 
rank of Associate Professor of Ophthamology nor his tenure 
was effectively changed for the current academic year. The 
Committee, however, unanimously endorses the Medical School 
and the University's right to limit academic titles of 
professor, associate professor, and assistant professor to 
faculty members in full-time service. In the opinion of the 
Committee, Dr. Fine is not presently and probably never was 
a faculty member in full-time service of the University. 
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INTERDEPARTMENTAL MEMORANDUM 



Accordingly, I take pleasure in reporting that the 
matter has been resolved in the following manner. Ef- 
fective July 1, 1970, Dr. Fine will have the title of 
Associate Research Professor of Ophthamology . Dr. Fine 
presently has and will continue to have continuous tenure.

SUBJECT : Annual Report 


The Committee on Scholarships held six (6) meetings during the year, in 
addition to its usual Spring Semester activity of evaluating and finalizing 
awards of financial aid to students for the next academic year. 

During the past year the Committee provided information to the President's 
Advisory Committee on the "Educational Opportunity Program", and Chairman Peter 
Hill of that Committee attended some of our meetings. 

The Committee initiated discussion regarding aid to foreign students. A 
report on the three year trial period of this aid should be finalized Fall 1971. 

The Committee reaffirmed its operating guidelines for awards, which guide- 
lines are summarized in the Committee's minutes of March 9, 1971. 

At its May meeting the Committee discussed a proposal from the President 
that, in an effort to conserve funds, vacated Board of Trustees Scholarships 
not be reassigned. The Committee is not in agreement with this concept, and a 
detailed study is being prepared to demonstrate how such funds may be best dis- 
pensed to encourage additional tuition income. For the present the Committee 
wishes to continue to reassign scholarships. 

Also at the May meeting, the Committee requested that two resolutions be 
forwarded to the Faculty Senate for action. The first proposes that transfer 
students with two or more years of college study be eligible immediately for 
scholarships, based on past study, without waiting to complete fifteen (15) 
hours at this University. The second proposes that the name of the Committee 
be changed to "Committee on Student Financial Aid".

Lear presiaent Llliott: 

I write, with what regret you nay well imagine, to notify you 
formally of tne decision of the editorial board not to publish 
an issue of the ^GAjJLmIO FOhiiiv; this year. 

You will appreci.»te th« u we did not arrive lightly at so unhappy 
a conclusion to our year's hopes and labors. Rather, from its 
first heady meeting last September, the entire board has pursued 
with undiminshea resolve its plans to create a .journal editorially, 
graphically and in regularity of puolication superior to the re- 
spectaole fledgling efforts of lost y**r. If resolve stood high, 
the quality ana quantity of manuscripts submitted through the 
months did not. And so, even -s we redoubled our efforts, we 
reluctantly lowered our goals , from the hoped-for several issues, 
to two, and, »t last, confronted by Keoruary's moment of dry truth, 
one . 

Finally, however, upon severe evaluation of all completed manu- 
scripts on bund, we were compelled to admit that we had neither 
genuine variety nor unity, neither editorial suostance nor literary 
excellence. Yhere simply war no better face to put upon the 
situation. 3y even the most generous of standards, we would be 
producing <* meaiocre issue (your own stellar and much appreciated 
contribution notwithstanding! ) , and at consiaeraole financial 
cost. And so, we permittee our judgment to rule our desires: on 

the verge of going to press, we cancelled publication. 

This, aespite araent and sustained attempts personally to solicit 
manuscripts from all quarters of the university, to prod and en- 
courage authors during their struggles, to oversee revisions and 
rewrites, even meticulously to edit finished manuscripts towards 
some excellence. Mo s t distressingly, our decision was taken also 
within the shadow oT the heavy possibility that it might well 
trigger the demise of the ACALchIG KuRUM. 

.Perhaps, a s the only editor serving ooch years of th- periodical's 
existence, I may speak, if only vith the authority of failure, to 
that sad possibility. Against -11 evidence and reason, I should 
like to argue th* continuation of th* AG ADLWIC FORUM. Response to 
Che first issues, on campus and off, written aud oral, was pre- 
dominantly enthusiastic. Interest in this year's promised pub- 
lication, if inquiries be «ny criterian, was intense. .Perhaps, 
also, the paucity of actual manuscripts but reflected this wear's 


fitful and desultory campus mood. Above all, my sanguine views 
are strengthened by my vivid memory of the dedication of so many 
people during the years it took to set this frail undertaking 
afloat o Indeed, throughout, ooth editorial boards have been 
sustained by recalling the steady vision and high purpose of 
Educational Policy Committee initially, the Faculty Senate next, 
and you, yourself, sir, in recognizing a serious need, defining 
an imaginative response to it, and providing the necessary support. 
I believe the need continues, and, desnite this lapse, that the 
ACADEMIC FORUM retains the potential, in concept and twice- 
demonstrated fact, to meet it. 

All members of the editorial board, to varying degrees, share 
these oeliefs. I know too that some of them would join me, 
should ve be granted the opportunity, in my willingness to serve 
again next year, the more dedicated by our determination to prove 
this year's unquestionable failure temporary and atypical.
